LEGISLATIVE LARKS. 


A Pointer on Investigating Commit. 
tee Expense Accounts. 


The Cabinet to Visit the New Orleans Ex< 
position— Probabilities That the President 
Will Not Go—The Government Display— 
Robinson, the Clownish Member, and His 
Absurd Resolutions. 


By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

Wasuinetoyn, December 8.—The Committee on 
Public Buildings and Grounds is preparing for a last 
struggie with the House on its public building bills. 
More than a hundred were presented at the last ses- 
sion, and of the whole number only one became & 
law. Of the other “‘ninety-and-nine” the committee 
hopes to get favorable action on a large 
They have had a list prepared and will distribute it 
to members of the committee in a few days, and to 
other members of the House. showing the various 
bills as reported, and may accompany it with some 
figures showing the need for them, the present sum 
paid for rent, etc. The amount asked for in the 
bills offered in the House alone amounts to some 
twenty-five millions of dollars. Of course, only @ 
small proportion of the number is likely to get 
through, for your average member bas not so strong 
an incentive now to push his médasure as he had be- 
fore the election. 

MORE ABOUT THE COST OF CONGRESS. 

It was remarked in this correspondence a day or 
two since that Congress cest $6,000,000 a year.* The 
detailed report of the Secretary of the Senate, just 
given to the public, shows some curious items of 
expenditures, indicating some of the reasons for so 
large a total. Take the cost of the Danville investi- 
gation of last session, for instance. The Senate 
Committee did not think it pelicy, for some reason, 
to go there to take the testimony, but instead of so 
doing, sent for the witnesses to come here. Their 
mileage must be paid, and two days witness 
fees each, making the amount paid for each wit- 
ness, On an-average, about forty dollars. Then it 
was found necessary to send a deputy serreant-at- 
arms scrambling about over the Virginia mountains 
with a fine-tooth comb to gather up the witnesses 
who didn't want to come. So the cost of the in- 
gestigation amounted to some six or eight thousand 
dollars, or double what it micht have been had the 
committee seen fit to take the trouble to ride over 
there and hold a three or four days’ session instead 
of bringing a hundred or two hundred witnesses 
at forty dollars or so apiece. 

There are also some instructive items in the “ex- 
pense account” of a committee on “protection to 
here fish and fisheries,’ which made 
A DELIGHTFUL SUMMER TOUR 
along the coast after the end of the session, ao 
companied by clerks and stenographer, and deputy 
sergeant-at-arms, whose duty seems to 
have been to disburse the money. Here are 
some of the items which made this delightful little 
trip to the watering places cost $2,500. Cab hire at 
starting $2 2%. ‘This is the firstitem. The second is 
‘refreshments for journey $41," and this for the 
refreshments necessary for a trip from Washington 
te Cape May, about five hours’ ride, or $12 per hour 
for a party of a half dozen. ously encugh, the 
railroad fare for'trip was but $38, or @ littie more 
‘than ‘half what the “refreshments” cost. The 
smallness of the railroad fare was made up, how- 
ever, by an item of $525 for transfer from one 
depot to another in Philadelphia and carriages and 
porters at Cape May. Then there was another item 
of $5 for servants and porters at Cape May, and 
another of $179 for the hotel bill. “Refreshments” 
in New York seem to have been quite inexpensive, 
as they are put down at fifteen cents, while the 
same item in Boston is $12. Thereis another item 
further on for further refreshments, amounting to ° 
$16. 
There are some curious items of expense about 
the Senate chamber. For instance, there are on 
one page of the report, the following curious items: 
Seventeen City (Washington) directories, $8; one 
Imperial Dictionary, forthe Commitee of Foreign 
Affairs, $2; six hundred street car tickets for use 
of the Senate, $25; for winding and regulating 
clocks during one month, as per contract, $25. 

OFF FOR THE EXPOSITION. 

Chief Clerk Coffin of the Interior Department's 
display at the New Orleans Ex position, leaves in a 
day or two for New Orlrans to supervise the work 
of putting the figishing touches to the display, 
which has gone on before. He will be followed ina 
few days by most of the Cabinet members, who are 
to spend a week ortwothere. An elegant house, 
the residence of a wealthy citizen of New Orleans, 
bas been leased for the term of the Exposition, and 
will be used to entertain Cabinet officers and other 
Government officials while there. It seems to be 
pretty well settled that the President will not go to 
the opening ceremonies, and probably will not visit 
the Exposition until after the expiration of his term 
of office, if at all.

Wasmixeton, December 8.—Information reaches 
| here from the Argentine Republic that the Congress 
of that State has declared valid and in force the 
guarantes of the Eastern Railway of Entre Rios, a 
railway enterprise in which American capitalists 
are largely interested. The charter and concession 


were granted in 1872 by the State of Entre Rios, 
which occupies the valuable section between the 
Uruguay and Parana Rivers. The financial para- 
lysis which followed this date prevented those to 
whom this charter was granted complying with its 
terms, and it was recently offered to an American 
company. They sought Jegal advice, both in that 
country and this, and the opinion was that, Entre 
Rios having extended the timefor completing the 
work, it was good. The company was organized, 
the capital put in, materials bought and bonds 
negotiated when a certificate of guarantee was 
wanted. ‘The question then arose whether the 
guarantee of twelve years ago had expired, Presi- 
dent Roca and Minister Irigoyen, séeing that the 
undertaking had been made in gond faith, recom- 
mended to the Congress of the Republic that it put 
the question beyond all doubt by a declaratory act 
waiving any technical question in the interest of a 
generous equity. Tbe Argentine Congress sustained 
this suggestion and by its act has put this en‘erprise, 
which isto aidin uniting the interests of the two 
countries, upon a sure foundation. The proposed 
railway is to run from Gualaguychu to Con- 
cordia and will, it is believed, prove a very valuable 
enterprise, both to the projectors and to the country 
itself. The letter which brings this information al- 
80 states that Congress has passed acts removing 
local postage on newspapers, reducing the rates on 
interior telegrams by nationa! lines to 1 per cent per 
word and withnolding supplies from the seminaries 
of the State church, which is arrayed in open 
hostility to the public schoois.

THE INDIAN LAND LEASES. 
Senator Vest's resolution to investigate the leases 
of lands in.the Indian Territory is troubling a num- 
ber of prominent capitalists in the West. There are 
two or three gentlemen in St. Louis, a half a dozen 
in Kansas, and others who have leases on very 
large tracts of land in the Indian Territory. These 
leases were made several years ago, and gave the 
parties boiding them use of the land at about two 
cents per acre per year, some of the leases running 
above that figure. and including miilions of acres. 
The lines of fences which enclose these immense 
tracts are many miles in length, and prove a serious 
annoyance to travelers, while the rates are so very 
low as to lead to the suspicion that there has not 
been the proper care exercised in making the 
eases, 

“The fact is,” said Col. Boudinot, the Cherokee, 
who comes to Washington every winter, and whose 
face and figure are familiar to all Washington, “the 
fact is, the rates obtained for these lands are not 
more than one fourth what they ought tobe or 
what they would be if they had been properly 
eased. Lands in Texas, less valuable than these, 
bring an annua) reniaiof twelve cents per acre, 
against two anda half for these, I stand ready, if 
I can get jands there, to takea million or two of 
acres at double or treble what these men are 
paying.” 

THE JOLLY JOKERS OF THE HOUSE. 
All of last session, when the House adjourned 
early, there was to be seen a half hour aft@r ad- 
journment a little knot of mewibers still sitting on 
the Republican side about the seat occupied by 
Congressman Reed of Maine.

The Tayon Avenue Bridge Completed— 
Facts About a Beautiful Structure.

THE SPANISH TREATY. 

The text of the new Spanish treaty will be 
found among our special telegrams to-day, 
and our readers can judge for themselves how 
much there is in the objections that were urged 
against it from the outline of its provisions re- 
cently published. 

One of the objections was that the provisions 
favoring cargoes under the Spanish and Amer- 
ican flags would not secure us any larger share 
of the carrying trade between our own and Cu- 
ban ports, as the liberal navigation laws of 
England and Spain would enable British ship 
owners to transform their vessels into Spanish 
ships by metely employing’ Spanish flag cap- 
tains. 

Another objection was that no stipulation in 
the treaty itself could secure us any favor which 
other nations could not claim and share equally 
under the “‘most favored nation” clauses of their 
treaties with Spain. So it was said that the 
advantages apparently offered to us by the 
treaty were more imaginary than real. On the 
other hand, it was urged asa fatal objection 
that the treaty leaves Spain free to impose ex- 
port taxes to the full amount of the import 
duties taken off by us from the products of 
Cuba and Porto Rico. 

If open to these objections the treaty would 
simply transfer a revenue of more than thirty 
millions perannum from our National Treas- 
ury to the Treasury of Spain, without 
materially extending our trade or benefiting 
our shipping interests, and without benefiting 
either Cuban producers or the American con- 
sumers of Cuban products. 

The Hawaiian treaty simply took three mil- 
lions of revenue from the public treasury and 
gave it annually to the Claus Spreckels monop- 
oly, and at the same time increased the cost of 
sugar to the Pacific coast consumers without 
benefiting the Sandwich Islanders, as 
ths monopoly imported coolie labor to pro- 
duce the sugar. Itis said that a rich syndi- 
cate has been purchasing Mexican sugar lands 
with a view of establishing another Claus 
Spreckels monopoly under the proposed Mexi- 
can reciprocity treaty, and that this Spanish 
reciprocity treaty is only part of a scheme 
promising free trade in spots, but really de 
signed to promote monopolies, which, after 
they have broken down our own sugar pro- 
ducers, will have consumers at their mercy. 

By studying the instrument itself with refer- 
ence to these objections, business men can form 
their own opinions and intelligently follow the 
ensuing discussion of this important subject. 


Any citizen who wishes to post himself on 
the merits of the controversy over street pav- 
ing material in St. Louis would do well to be- 
gin by inspecting the alleged Nicholson pave- 
ment on Fourth street, between Locust and 
Washington avenue; a cross section of its ridges 
and terraces recalls the pictures of the cliff 
dwellings of the Moqui Indians in Arizona. 
Then it would be well to study the granite 
question on South Seventh street. Here the 
workmen are engaged in digging up the granite 
which ‘was planted last spring, presumably to 
see if it has grown any since then. Chouteau 
avenue affords a fine study of macadam effects. 
By diligent boring traces of last year’s macad- 
am can be found at varying depths nearly all 
along the avenue. The assortment of our pave- 
ments closes with the Pine street asphalt race 
track, where chariot races of the coal haulers 
and lumber dealers attest the care with which 
our street interests are guarded. It is believed 
that the assortment of street pavements in St. 
Louis is unique. 


THERE isa tinge of irony in the statement 
that the recent investigations into the accounts 
in the Department of Justice will probably re- 
sult in a substitution of salaries for fees. For 
sixteen years the machinery: of the Department 
has been abused to do party service; the abuses 
have been open and notorious; complaint has 
been made again and again; proof has been 
offered, reform demanded; but nothing has 
been done.

The Clark case up to date makes one of the most 
complete criminal romances yet spread upon the 
records of St. Louis justice. It has elements of 
humor as wellas crime, and, taken all! in all, it 
makes a story which might well furnisha theme 
for a novelist or a plot for a playwright. 

Charles Coleman, alias Clark, isa good-looking, 
bright young man, with what is described 
in the police reports as a pleasing ad- 
dresa, He talks well, looks straight 
into the eyes of his interlocutor and deports himself 
asa@good man struggling with adversity. He had 
trouble in Illinois and served a term in the Peniten- 
tiary, after which he came to Missouri, making his 
headquarters at Hannibal, where he won the affec- 
tions of Miss Goslin, the lady he married. He was 
an enterprising burglar and burgled nearly all the 
time. The safes of Hannibal were so much egg- 
shell work to him; he opened them as with a can- 
opener and lived on the fat of the land. Out 
of sheer malice he broke into a 
freight car at Hannibal and took out two hundred 
bats. Not being able to wear them, he sold some of 
them, and from the clew thus afforded. Detective 
Furlong soon had him learning the shoemaker’s 
trade within the Jefferson City Penitentiary. He 
was a mode! prisoner, and soon earned his liberty. 
His first care on getting out was to seek out Detec- 
tive Furlong and assure him that he had made up 
his mind to “square it,” and that he was now work- 
ing at his trade, shoemaking, on Eighth and Wash- 
ington avenue, with J. R. Craob & Co. Shortly after 
Coleman, alias Clark, began to square it. The 
safe of the City Clerk of East St. Louis was blown 
open on the 22d of May last, and some $3.000 taken. 
The robbery was so bold and so successful that it 
created adealof talk, and, owing toa number of 
suspicious circumstances, Lieutenant Duffy was per- 
mitted to resign from the police force shortly after 
the robbery. A reward of $1,500 was hung out for 
the detection of the thieves, but resultlessly. 

A number of pointers coming together 
made Detective Furlong believe that Clark, 
was concerned in the robbery, and about ten days 
since he gave a friendly tip to the St. Louis officers, 


The story of the manner in which Clark's house 
was garrisoned, and his wife prevented from giv- 
ing the alarm, has been already detailed at length 
in these columns. Letters from Clark to his wife 
were intercepted, by which the missing man was 
located at Springfield, in custody for a petty misde- 
meanor there.

The following was sworn to early yesterday 


morning: 

Sr. Louis, December 7. 1884.—I, Charles Clark, do 
hereby make this my voluntary confession to L. 

Chief of Police of St. Louis, Mo., relative 
to the robbery of the vault.in the City Clerk's office 
in East St. Louis, Ill.,on the night of the 2ist or 
morning of the 22d of May, 1884.

THE SPANISH TREATY. 

The text of the new Spanish treaty will be 
found among our special telegrams to-day, 
and our readers can judge for themselves how 
much there is in the obje¢tions that were urged 
against it from the outline of its provisions re- 
cently published. , 

One of the objections was that the provisions 
favoring cargoes under the Spanish and Amer- 
ican flags would not secure us any larger share 
of the carrying trade between our own and Cu- 
ban ports, as the liberal navigation laws of 
England and Spain would enable British ship 
owners to transform their vessels into Spanish 
ships by merely employing: Spanish flag cap- 
tains. , 

Another objection was that no stipulation in 
the treaty itself could secure us any favor which 
other nations could not claim and share equally 
under the ‘most favored nation” clauses of their 
treaties with Spain. So it was said that the 
advantages apparently offered to us by the 
treaty were more imaginary than real. On the 
other hand, it was urged asa fatal objection 
that the treaty leaves Spain free to impose ex- 
port taxes to the full amount of the import 
duties taken off by us from the products of 
Cuba and Porto Rico. 

If open to these objections the treaty would 
simply transfer a revenue of more than thirty 
millions perannum from our National Treas- 
ury to the Treasury of Spain, without 
materially extending our trade or benefiting 
our shipping interests, and without benefiting 
either Cuban producers or the American con- 


sumers of Cuban products.

A HORROK IN A CELL. 


A Boy Convict Fairly Hacked to Pieces by 
His Brutal Cell-Mato, 

Jouret, Itu., December 8.—The Northern Peniten- 
tiary here, so prolific of horrors, was the scene last 
night of one of the most thrilling tragedies in its 
history.

City Officials Who Make a Serious

—A Criminal Romance. 


The Clark case up to date makes one of the most 
complete criminal romances yet spread upon the 
records of St. Louis justice. It has elements of 
humor as wellas crime, and, taken al! in all, it 
makes a story which might well furnisha theme 
for a novelist or a plot for a playwright. 

Charles Coleman, alias Clark, isa good-looking, 


bright young man, with what is described 
in the police reports as a pleasing ad- 
dress. He talks well, looks _ straight 


into the eyes of his interlocutor and deports himself 
asa good man struggling with adversity. He had 
trouble in Illinois and served a term in the Peniten- 
tiary, after which he came to Missouri, making his 
headquarters at Hannibal, where he won the affec- 
tions of Miss Goslin, the lady he married. He was 
an enterprising burglar and burgled nearly all the 
time, The safes of Hannibal were so much egg- 
shell work to him; he opened them as with a can- 
opener and lived on the fat of the land. Out 
of sheer malice he broke into a 
freight car at Hannibal and took out two hundred 
bats. Not being able to wear them, he sold some of 
them, and from the clew thus afforded. Detective 
Furlong soon had him learning the shoemaker's 
trade within the Jefferson City Penitentiary. He 
was a mode! prisoner, and soon earned his liberty. 
His first care on getting out was to seek out Detec- 
tive Furlong and assure him that he had made up 
his mind to “square it,”’ and that he was now work- 
ing at his trade, shoemaking, on Eighth and Wash- 
ington avenue, with J. R. Crabb & Co. Shortly after 
Coleman, alias Clark, began to square it. The 
safe of the City Clerk of East St. Louis was blown 
open on the 22d of May last, and some $3,000 taken. 
The robbery was so bold and so successful that it 
created adealof talk, and, owing toa number of 
suspicious circumstances, Lieutenant Duffy was per- 
mitted to resign from the police force shortly after 
the robbery. A reward of $1,500 was hunz out for 
the detection of the thieves, but resultlessly. 

A number of pointers coming together 
made Detective Furlong believe that Clark, 
was concerned in the robbery, and about ten days 
since he gave a friendly tip to the St. Louis officers, 
The story of the manner in which Clark’s house 
was garrisoned, and his wife prevented from giv- 
ing the alarm, has been already detailed at length 
in these columns. Letters from Clark to his wife 
were intercepted, by which the missing man was 
located at Springfield, in custody for a petty misde- 
meanor there. Chief of Detectives Burke at once 
started for Springfield, and Sunday 
mornin g returned with Mr. Clark, against whom 
there was upto this time nothing but suspicion. 
Clark inthe meantime had very nearly effected 


his escape. He was brought back to St. Louis, how-

THE CONFESSION. 

The following was sworn to early yesterday 
morning: 
Sr. Louis, December 7. 1884.—I, Charles Clark, do 
hereby make this my voluntary confession to L.

podied in the Protocol of 1877 
Ratified—Concessions and Privileges 
Made by Both Countries—How the 
Individual Shipping of Both Coun- 
tries is to be Promoted. 


By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

Maprip, December 8.—The text of the new com- 
mercial treaty between the United States and Spain 
is made public here. It was- signed on November 
18, last, by Mr. John R.-Foster, the American 
Minister, and Senor Don Salyador De Albacete Y 
Albert, formerly the foreign Mifiister of Spain. By 
means of it, Spain will admit to Cuba and Porto 
Rico American goods, and the United States will 
admit goods from Cuba and Port Rico at rates spec- 
ified in the subjoined treaty and the annexed tariff 
schedules. It has long been the policy of Spain to 
maintain a system of discriminating duties on im- 
ports to the colonies, and to extend great favors to 
trade with the mother country in Spanish bottoms. 
On goods brought from any foreign country under 
the Spanish flag duties three times as large 
as those included in what is known as the first-class 
of Spanish duties were levied, while 

on foreign goods brought in foreign 
vessels the highest duties of all were imposed under 
this system.

A CRUSHING DUTY. 
The average was about 30 per cent above what 
would have been paid had the goods gone in a Span- 
ish ship. The text of this important treaty is as 
follows: 

Treaty of commerce between Spain and the 
the United States. His Majesty the King of Spain, 
and the United States of America, animated by a 
common desire to strengthen and perpetuate the 
frendly relations which happily exist between the 
Spanish Nation and the United States, and recog- 
pizing particularly that the Spanish Isles and Prov-

THE GREATER EXTENSION AND PROTECTION OF COM-

and its prosperity, both in the provinces and islands 
above mentioned and in the United States of 
America, have decided to adopt atreaty of com- 
merce that shall attain this special object.

Article Fourteenth—Ships of the United States, 
with or without cargo, sailing from foreign ports, 
and proceeding to ports in the Islands of Cuba and 
Porto Rico, and Spanish» ships, with or without 
cargo, proceeding from foreign ports and entering 
ports in the United States, whatever the source or 
destination of their cargo, shall be subject in all

ARTICLE FIFTEENTH. 

Vessels of the United States, or Spanish vessels, 
entering ports of the Islands of Cuba and Porto 
Rico or ports of said United States. as the case may 
be, voluntarily or under stress, and with or without 
cargo,and leaving said ports without having carried 
on any commercial Operation, shall be exempt 
from all tonnage dues, port charges and clearance 
dues. In case a vessel should be put into a port in 
distress, and nnload or tranship a cargo in con- 

uence of such occurrence, the expenditures re- 
quired tosupply provisions for the crew and the 
sale of damaged merchandise will not be con- 
sidered as constituting a commercial operation al- 
ways praqvided that the customs authorities shall 
have previously in legal form authorized such pro- 


ceedings. 
ARTICLE SIXTEENTH. 

The consular officers of the United States and 
Spain shall not claim nor collect, while this tre 
is in foree, any of the fees enumerated in the tari 
of consular charges of: the United States and 
Spain, as cOmpensation for official services rendered 
to vessels of the United States or of Spain engaged 
in trade between said United States and the Islands 
of Cuba and Porto Rico. In respect to cargoes 
transported by said ships the two powers reserve to 
themselves the right to recompense services ren- 
dered to navigation, commerce and trade, as re- 
ferred to in this article and performed by consular 
officials, adopting for this purpose such methods as 
they may deem proper, but without tax of any sort 
upon said navigation, commerce or cargoes. 

ARTICLE SEVENTEENTH. 
By common accord the two high contracting 
parties agree in the present treaty that fine 
and pecuniary penalties imposed, and 
the roceeds of confiscations which 
may 2 effected as a@ consequence of 
infractions of the customs laws and regulations of 
the United States and of the islands of Cuba and 
Porto Rico, when the fines, penaities and confisca- 
tions proceed from infractions of said laws and or- 
dinances, committed in the import or export trade 
of said United States and islands, the totality there- 
of shali be paid into the public Treasuries of said 
United States and islands, and remain there abso- 
lutely at the dis of the respective Govern- 
ments, nor shail they be taken therefrom, directly, 
or with right of preference, or of any other sort, for 
any informer or individual whatever. The laws 
and regulations of eacti of the contracting parties 
shall establish the terms upon which the services of 
public officers, in the expense of fraud, shall be 
specially recompensed.

In 
default of this agreement 6 appointment 
of the arbiter shall be intrusted to the

ARTICLE TWENTY-SIX. 

This treaty shall be ratified by the President of 
the United States in accord with the opinion and 
approval of the Senate of the United States and by 
Spain. in accordance with the law which author- 
izes its Government to make atreaty and put it in 
force thirty days after its official publication by the 
two governments in accord. To effect publication 
onthe same day this shall not take place until the 
Congress of the United States shail approve the 
necessary laws to put the treaty in force and until 
both governments have adopted corresponding reg- 
ulations, which shall be done within six months, 
eomputed from the date on which the treaty is 
signed. 

ARTICLE TWENTY-SEVEN. 

The present treaty shall endure seven years from

ing man with a firm tread, no clumsiness of move- 
ment, solid, slow, but not stiff, and he is dressed in 
black all over, dressed rather negligently, as if the 
black suit had been well worn,and he holds his 
hands towards his hips and a little behind him in 
unconstrained yet settled position.

It is pretty thick hair, but 
has fallen off at places, and there isa large bald 
spot just behind the crown of his head. His skin 
is healthy, but it is that of the German and of the 
good liver. He has a moustache of a brown color, 
tolerably large. His nose is something between a 
Roman and a Jewish. Hisforehead is good. His 
eyes are of a blue color, and not very firm in tint, 
as if with a fluid tendency. They are not disagree- 
able eyes, but somewhat cold. 


The e on of Governor Cleve'and’s face is 
that of aman habituated to consider business things. 
and not decide them without a little anxiety. It is 
not the anxiety of a nervous man, but that of a 
positive one, who wishes to take a successful and 
stern view of the case, and not to be accused of 
infirmity in his judgment. You see a face like this 
in a good many ks about the time persons are 
going in for loans, and the President's face is just 
nalf welcoming, with a shade toward the word. 
“no.” At the same time, Governor Cleveland 
moves about his office like its master, or, rather, its 
owner—one firm in his position, solid on his feet, 
and by weight accustomed to. stay, rather than 
waltz about. He would turn from left to right and 
advance a step or two, then turn to another group, 
and perhaps his hand will fly out for a moment and 

ou hear his voice, somewhat in the throat, affable 

ut dry, distinct, and generally accompanied with a 
short, brief nod of the head. 

Not a single sign of the vote-getter is in that man. 
He does not look like a man who ever golicited a 
vote, and if he had, was rather ashamed of it. He 
makes the impression of a person in a situation 
where it is easier to concede and make a mistake 
than to shake his head short and say “No.” In- 
deed, while we are looking at him, he is saying no. 
People are going up with their pardon cases. He 
says, smiling a little, shaking his head a little, step- 
ping a little within a small radius, “Ah. no, not to- 
day. Iam afraid can not take up any pardon 
cases to-day. What is your case?” to a conspicu- 
ous man; “a pardon case? Well, you may come 
again at 11 o'clock, and i will try and see you then. 
No inore 10n cases now.” 

Then, while some are waiting and some are going 
off, he sits down at a table and begins to write,com- 
posing amidst the crowd as if he were accustomed 
to it. Introduced to any stranger, he seldom has 
anything to say, unless that stranger be some equa! 
or party friend; when he may make a little phrase 
almost in monospilabies, intimating that he knows 
who he is, theti there is a littlesmile,a jerk or two 
of the head, and he is down at the table again 
writing something with his hand. 

I foresee that the question will be asked 
whether Cieveland impressed meas a gentleman? 
He impressed me as a New York State gentleman. 
That is to say, a successful business man in mer- 
chandise or finance. His manuers were those you 
generally find inthe head of some iarge business 
establishment; not a man who wants to sell youa 
bill, but who represents the house, knows its 
strength, and isin his business hours while you are 
looking at him. I can not get a nearer description 
of Cleveland than to say that he reminds me ofa 
strong, self-made bank 2 agese eae who has not been 
much in courtier life, but whose native courage 
and respectable instincts would acquit him weil 
anywhere. He has not that shy look you often saw 
on President Grant's face. :He has not that clear 
moral complexion borne by Hayes. He doves not 
tower up li the soldier school teacher that Gar- 
field Was. Yet there is something about 
him more decided and executive like than 
any of these men. He is big enoughto maxe 
a physical impression: thoughtful enough in coun- 
tenance to show that he is not bad-hearted. When 
he settles down to write you see that business is his 
ruling inclination. I fancy that in this man we have 
come nearer a commercial age than we ever 

essed; that while he has been a lawyer. bis true 
oes was for something commefcial and executive, 
and that his official positions; which have a:ways 
been of an executive charactér, have turned the 
country clerk and commercial lawyer into a factor 
of public office. The intellectual life of the man I 
should think to be but moderate and subordinate to 
his official career. 

I got a good deal of light on him when the person 
already quoted told me that he had been for years a 
clerk inastore. I thotght after that | could see 
something of the development of the country clerk 
upward, one who had waited on cusiomers with at- 
tention and diligence, and preserved just enough 
bonhotnie to have it said that he wasaright clever 
feliow,

A laboring man whose BF net appearance gave 


evidence of a recent disheartening struggle against 
the fates, called at the Post-Dispatcna office this 
morning and told a story of misfortune which will 
prove as a warning to others. He said: “I have 
just got up this morning from Memphis, where I 
went in search of work, but failed to find it. My 
home is in Cincinnati, which city I left last Monday 
morning in the hope of getting work from McGinty 
& Reid, contractors on the levee. Being»out of 
work, I was hunting a job in Cincinnati, when I read 
a notice to the effect that that firm had employment 
for 1,000 laborers at Trotter's Landing, a point below 
Memphis. I consulted a firm of employment agents 
and was informed that, if I went to Memphis, I 
could find work at Trotter's landing at $2 a day, 
provided I stayed twenty-six days, and $1 75a day 
forashorter stay. I raised money to take me to 
Memphis, the ticket costing me $740, and arrived 
there with only a few cents in my pocket, but con- 
fident of at once obtaining work. . When I reached 
there I found that it would be necessary for me to 
pay $140 to take me to Trotter’s Landing, 
but, before starting, I decided to investigate the 
state of affairs, as the large number of unemployed 
laboring men hanging around the levee at Memphis 
made me suspicious that something might be wrong.

THE GLOWING ACCOUNTS SUPPLIED 

by the employment agencies were untrue. In 
Memphis advertisements for laborers to work at 
Trotter's Landing were to be seen on all the walls, 
but they were cruelly deceptive. I found out that 
out of every 100 men who paid $1 40 each for trans- 
portation, barely half a dozen got work when they 
reached Trotter’s Landing. They reached there 
confident of at once being supplied with employ- 
ment, but. after a very small number of them 
had neen selected, the remainder were coolly told 
that there was no work for them. The consequence 
is that there are hundreds of destitute workingmen 
at that place and in Memphis, whose only means of 
reaching home again is to beg and one their way 
ack. Not only was it almost im ble to get 
Work, but the reports of those who had secured em- 
ployment were anything. bat satisfactory. They 
all said that the food supplied them was so vile that 
they could not eat it nos 5 reduced by hard work 
andjong fasts toa condition of semi-starvation.

The celebrated danseuse Fanny Elssler, 
whose death in Vienna is reported, was born in 
Vienna in 1811. A coryphee of the opera dwelt 
ina house adjoining the resiaence of Herr Eiss- 
ler.

She went, she 
saw, she conquered, and returned in triumph to 
be installed as premiere danseuse of the Veinna 
Imperial Grand Opera. 

It was on her return that occurred a passage 
in her life which, whether justly or not, has 
thrown a dark shade upon it. The Duke of 
Reichstadt, the young King of Rome, was then 
residing in Vienna, He was the subject of 
much difficulty to Metternich, who was then 
directing the destinies of Austria. It was said 


‘that this wily and heartless statesman desired 


to get him out of the way,and with this view em- 
loyed Elssler to play serpent and crush him in 
er coils. Be this as it may, they were brought 
ther. The Duke was then very young and 
delicate. He became at once deeply fascinated 
with the beautiful Fanny and she was fond of 
him. In the early of his illness she attend- 
ed him with much devotion, but before his 
death she left Vienna and ap at Berlin. 
Oid King Ferdinand was said to have been a 
victim of her fascinations. He wrote: ‘I love 
her because to look at her brings back my 
youth,” and he certainly offered her a perma- 
nent engagement on any terms she chose, and, 
as a further inducement for her to reside in 
Berlin, an annual life pension was offered her 
of $3,000 provided she would eng to dance 
there for ten years, but she declined and pro- 
ceeded to London, where she again carried the 
town by storm Offers of marriage from men 
in first-class circles of society met her in every 
city. She was followed from London to Paris 
by bevies of infatuated swains. Fanny was 
fastidious in her fancies. The only tender 
passion, vpen and declared, to which she yield- 
ed, besides that for the young King of Rome, 
was one for his illegitimate brother, Count 
Walewski, who was afterwards the friend of 
Rachel. e wasthe father of her son, and.

UNCLAIMED TREASURES.

Jewels and Other Valuables with Own- 
ers inthe Treasury Vaults. 
From the Washington Gazette. 
Few are aware that in the broad vaults of the 
Treasury are deposited for safe-keeping a large 
uantity of diamonds and other precious stones. 
mong them is a bottle four or five inches long 
filled with diamonds, and there are many other 
kinds of precious stones. 
set in gold ornaments, intended for personal 
wear. 

The first collection of which we have any 
authentic account has been in the custody of 
the Treasury officials for over forty-five years. 
They were sent to President Van Buren by the 
Imaum of Oman, whose capital city of Muscat, 
in Arabia, on the Persian Gulf, is the most 
widely known of all Arabian cities as to out- 
siders. The Imaum a found that Martin 
Van Buren was two-fold sharper, keener, 
subtler and dandier than he was himself, sent 
these diamonds and pearls to him. As the Con- 
stitution expressly forbade any person con- 
nected with the Government accepting any 
present or decoration from any foreign power 
or potentate without express authority of Con- 
gress, the jewels were turned over to the Treas- 
ury, where they are now. 

But the Imaum’s gift is not all, There are in 
the collection superb jewels received at other 
times and in various ways. Torquoises, blue 
as Syrian summer skies; emeralds like the re- 
flection of Ireland’s n turf in her crystal- 
waved lakes; rubies, Oriental rubies that flash 
a world of liquid crimson light till the eye 
grows dim with gazing; sapphires; pearls as 
white as the foam of the sea, and opals that 
shimmer with resinous radiance as only the 
precious opal can—all these are there. There 
are many beautiful and many quaint orna- 

jeweled brooches and rings and sword 
hilts; bedimonded creeses brought from the 
Malay isles by Wilkes, and lots of other rare 
and valuable trinkets. They have no definite 
owners, and are placed in the Treasury vaults 
because they are too valuable to throw away, 
and nobody dares to claim them because nobody 
has any right to them.

The Referee in the Teemer-Gaudaur 
Race Takes the Witness Stand. 


He Was Convinced That Teemer’s Managers 
Had Arranged to Lose the Race—A Strong 
Argument in Support of the Decision. 


” Mr. Thomas Gallagher. the sporting editor of the 
Globe-Democrat, who was the referee in the late 
Gaudaur-Teemer boat race, was asked by a Post- 
Dispatch reporter if he had read the statement 
made by Mr. J. A. St. John some days since about 
the race. 

“Yes, Ihave read it, and I think it exceedingly 
rich. Mr. St. John says he don’t understand why 
I gave such a decision, in the face of the fact that it 
is but a few days since I explained the whole case 


to him.” 

“What was your explanation?” 

“A few days before the race occurred I learned 
that a business man who is not in the habit of 
betting any money had placed $1,750 on Gaudaur 
at Roche's, and thata young man employed in a 
dry goods ng ee had agate —~ —— 
Then a a in the Post- 
saying chat Sauleon. eemer's backer, had bet $2.500 
on his man with Baldwin & Teutenbe I inves- 
tigated the $2,500 story, and found out from Saul- 
son himself that no such bet had been made. I then 
told Eph Morris, Sam Baldwin and Dick Roche that 
I did not like the betting. Neither Baldwin nor 
Morris made any reply. Roche said he had refused 
to take any more money in large amounts on Gau- 
daur, but was making a book, and was so situated 
that he could lose but little in any event. The night 
before the race. and the morning of the day it took 
place, 1 was on several occasions quietly advised 
that the race was 

FIXED FOR GAUDAUR TO WIN. 

“after Teemer had come in water-logged I eon- 
chided to withhold my decision for a few hours and 
investigate the circumstances ve mat eng the race, 
particularly the betting. Shortly after returned 
to the city the gentleman who placed the $1,750 on 
Gaudaur sent word to me that he had no interest in 
the money, and that he had simply han- 
died it as an accommodation for ldwin 
& Teutevberg. I then sought out Teutenberg and 
told him that I wanted to know who he p that 
money for. If he could satisfy me that it was prop- 
eriy invested 1 wou!d decide accordingly, but if he 
could not I would not permit anybody 
to win or lose a dollar on the race. He refused to 
tell me on the ground that he had to protect his 
customers, and all that [had aright to know was 
Baldwin & Co. had bet that money. I left him at 
the corner of Broadway and Pine street and started 
to walk to the Southern Hotel. Before I got half 
way to the Southern I met a gentleman who asked 
me if he would tell me something that would assist 
me, if I would promise not to use his pame unless 
Ibadto. I assured him that I would not use his 
name unless compelled, and he then furnished me 
convincing proof that every dollar of the $2,350 bet 
by Baldwin & Teutenberg belonged to Sauison and 
that Saulson ard Morris had agreed with Baldwin & 
Teutenberg that Teemer shouid lose and they would 
pay a commission of 5 per cent on all money that 
could be placed on Gaudaur. At the Southern Hotel 
I met another party who corroborated the story 
of this agreement. The only question that I then 
had to consider was whether to declare the race 
off and let the bets and pools naturally 
follow the stakes or give the race to Gaudaur asa 
unishment to the Teemer rty, and deciare off 

ts and pools. I finally determined to give the 
race toGaudaur and declare off outside money. 
Since rendering that decision Ihave secured over- 
whelming proof of the justice of the decision. 
Teemer’s managers do not deny 
THE AGREEMENT TO LOSE 
but say that Teemer was not a party to it. and the 
jutention wasto ‘double cross’ Baldwin & Teuten- 
berg. Iam willing to give Teemerthe benefit of 
this statement, but stillI do not see how, with the 
information I possessed, I could bave allowed any- 
body to win or lose on the affair. If I had declared 
the race off there would have been nothing to barp 
onin the decision, which Mr. St. John should be 
the last man in the world to complain of.” 
“But Mr. St. John says Saulson’s betting on Gau- 
daur was no secret?” 
“Util I brought that transaction to the surface it 
pWas uot known to any one outside of those directly 
interested anda favored few to whom the secre! 
had been communicated. Mr. St. John’s assump- 
tion that Saulson was ‘hedging’ is the height of 
absurdity. He stood to lose $200 in case Teemer 
was beaten, and bet $2,350 to ‘hedge.”. Mr. St. 
John says Sauison told him that he had bet $1,500 in 
the East on Teemer. Allow that statement to be 
true, and add the $1,500 and $200 together and he 
still st to win on Gaudaur $650, less his commis- 
sions, That may be hedging, but I don't under- 
stand it that way. Had Saulson’s investments on 
Gaudaur been no secret nobody would have experi- 
enced any annoyance over my decision, for I would 
not have acted as referee. WhatI have said I am 
yg eee to prove, and if Mr. St. Johnor Baldwin 
& Teutenberg think differently and are willing to 
attest their sincerity by backing their opinions, I am 
authorized to bet them from $500 to $10,000 that they 
are mistaken. Reports have been circulated that I 
decided bets off to protect Dick Roche. From the 
start of the race until the next day I did not speak 
to Roche. When | met him the following day 1 told 
him thatI thought the scheme was arranged to 
fleece him, for Baldwin & Teutenberg were given a 
‘sure thing’ on Gaudaur. His answer was: ‘I know 
every man that hada5-cent piece in it. If you 
knew what | know you would laugh.’” 
“What do you think about Tecmer’s statement, 
that there was no money on the race?” 
“I don't believe it. The circumstances of the first 
contest are very strongly opposed to it. These 
men rowed on a stormy day when there was no gate- 
money in sight, and the struggle for the last three- 
quarters of a mile was the most desperate ever seen 
on any water.”

INCENDIARY AND MURDER. 


Startling Exposure ofa Terrible Crime in 
Indiana. 

By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

SHELBYVILLE, Inp., December 8.—It will be ro- 
membered that a year ago the 10th of last Septem- 
ber a house of prostitution, presided over by a 
woman calling herself Kittie Wells was destroyed 
by fire, and two of its inmates, Flora Garrett and 
Maggie Wells, were burned todeath. Strong sus- 
picions of foul play were entertained at the time, 
but uothing could be found to substantiate this 
theory. Some time after the affair had become 
quiet, Nelson Purdham, Kittie’s lover, was forced to 
marry &@ young girl here, and Kittie was thrown 
Into a frenzy of despair and hatred. Afew days 
ago Purdham's wife had her arrested, fearing vio- 
lence at her bands. ‘While in jail Kittie intimated 
that she could tell all about the supposed crime if 
she wished to, and that proof would be found in an 


old vault on the premises. This vault was searched 
yesterday, and an empty oil can found, which was 
identified by Mrs. Henry, owner of the burned 
building, as being stored inaroom adjoining that 
occupied by the unfortunate girls. This room could 
only be entered by a door oper'ng from the vt 
room. Consequently these women must have been 
murdered, the door broken open and this 
can of oil to the house. 
It was reported last night that Kittie had further 
indicated that the girls were first killed and their 
heads thrown into the vault. A preliminary search 
would seem to prove this idea correct, as blood- 
stains appear on the walis of the vault. A critical 
examination of these stains and a thorough search 
of the premises will be made to-morrow. It is be- 
lieved that Kittie will make a full statement of the 
horrible butchery and give the names of all impli- 
cated parties.

One of the Boldest Train Robberies on 
Record, Followed by Quick Arrests. 

Lrrrizy Rock, Arx., December 8—Five or six 
young men infringed on the .James-boy patent on 
Saturday night, and perpetrated a train robbery 
with as much coolness and bravadoas ever char- 
acterized the inventors of that crime. About 10:30 
o'clock p. m. a passenger train on the Little Rock, 
Mississippi River and Texas Railway was approach- 
ing Little Rock, having on board between seventy- 
five and one hundred passengers. When about 
three ‘miles from town the engineer was amazed 
to see histrain turn into a switch where the 


train seldom, if ever, makes a halt. He, 
of course, immediately shot off steam, and ped 
the train to avoid an accident by running off the 


switch at the other end. As the train was slowing 
up five or six men ap from places in hiding, 
and while one of them, with a revolver in hand, took 
charge of the engineer, the others scattered them- 
selves through the train. A large number of shots 
were fired, and the robbery was systematically en- 
tered upon. /The leader of the gang, who was a tall, 
slender young man, was very loquacious, and wien 
ordering the passengers to hold up their hands to be 
robbed, remarked, that they would 
now have “a chance to contribute 
to the missionaries,” that: he was a _ cousin 
of Jesse James, ete etc. In a very few seconds the 
conductor and brakemen were under guard and the 
plunder was very easily effected. One man at the 
door of a car with drawn revolver, all of the pas- 
sengersin their seats with both hands up above 
their heads, and a deft-fingered man _ to go through 
the car witha bac into which he dumped money 

and watches and jeweiry—this was all there was of 
it. Each car was thus imvaded without resistance. 
The men ail wore white. masks, with a hole cut in 
the middle, through ‘which the eyes and 
nose of each could be dimly seen. The 
Express messenger, J. B. Honeycutt. realized 

what was about to kappen as soon as he 
heard the first shots, and, jumpiug out of the car in 
the confusion, he made for the woods.

COAL .OMBINATION. 


Prices Down, but Thousands of Men Out of 
Work, 

PHILADELPHIA, December 8.—The Record says: A 
reduction in the price of anthracite coal varying 
from twenty-five to forty cents a ton is anticipated 
by. the coal companies within two months. The 
officers of these corporations say that this great 
saving to consumers, amounting in the aggregate to 
$8.500,000 a year, is to be brought about by an 
abandonment of the present system of suspensions 
of one week in every four, and by 4 return to the 
quota plan, which means that the coal companies 
will apportion among themselves the percentage of 
market demand each can supply. All the com- 
panies, with one exception, agree that this is the 
preferable method. 

No difficulties stand in the way of an immediate 
adoption of the quota plan. The first isa matter of 
detail and relates to the adjusiment of the details of 
percentages among the coal producers. The sec- 
ond more important obstacles come from the Read- 
ing Railroad Receivers, who say they do not intend 
to enter into any combination, but propose to mine 
coal on business principles, closing those collieries 
which are expensive to work, and increasing the 
output of those openings which are cheaply mined. 
The Reading receivers say they cannot enter a com- 
bination because they believe such action is illegal. 
The officers of the other coal companies scoff at the 
returning virtue of the Reading management, and 
say its refusal to enter the combination is of a 
bluff game by which it expects to o an in- 
creased percentage in the apportionment. One re- 
sult of a return to the quota plan will be the dis- 
charge of 18,383 men who are now employed about 
the mines, forming one-fifth of the number of men 
and boys (91,917) working in the te coal
